There is but one opinion among those 
now here, and that is that Spain must 
concede all that the administration has 
asked. Some are of the opinion that 
the United States should take all the 
Spanish colonial possessions under its 
protecting wing, save, perhaps, the Car- 
olines, and give to them the blessings ot 
self government. 
The majority, how- 


ever, democrats as well as republicans, 
are satisfied with what has been already 
accomplished by the commissioners at 
pm-is—the independence of Cuba and 
the annexation ot Porto Rico and the 
Philippines to the United States. 
Any 


treaty of peace that falls short of these 
requirements will fait of ratification.

The policy that will be outlined in 


the president's message will doubtless 
meet the approval of members of his 
party.

The first and most important matter

norning the city has come to life again. 
Thousands of men are at work on the 
streets, and it is believed that before 
night the blizzard will be nothing but a 
memory. A number of persons are 
known to have perished as the result of 
the storm, andit is believed other deaths 
will be reported in the course of the day. 
The New Jersey and Long Island coasts 
are still cut off from communication, and 
shipwrecks may have occurred there. 
Reports from the New England states, 
which felt the full fury of the storm, are 
still meagre. There is no doubt that 
many vessels were wrecked and lives 
lost.

Madrid, Nov. 28.—There is now no 


doubt that the government has decided 
to accept the American peace terms. 
Some of the Madrid papers, however, 
are calling on the Spanish commission- 
ers at Paris to refuse to place their sig- 
natures to a treaty, or, if they sign, 
to do so under protest, declaring that 
they yield to superior force. 


Gen. Correa, minister of war, has or- 


dered Capt.-Gen. Rlos to prepare to 
bring home the Spanish troops in the 
Island of Luzon, and as regards the 
Visayas insurgents to act only on the 
defensive. 


The Sagasta cabinet and the'Spanish 


functionaries in the Philippines deny 
that the latter have encouraged the 
Luzon rebels to carry on hostilities 
against the Americans. 
All declare 


that such encouragement has been ren- 
dered, but Insist that it is chargeable 
to the Jesuit priests and the agents of 
foreign powers. 


Advices received here from Gen. Hios 


«ay that out of 12,000 prisoners in Lu- 
zon, soldiers, civilians, women and 
children, more than 4,000 have died of 
privation. Under the very eyes of the 
Americans, Rios declares, numerous 
murders have been committed and 
frenzied men and women have com- 
mitted suicide. 


Definite Woril from Mr. Day. 


vWashington, Nov. 28.—Throughout 
the peace negotiations, which are still 
pending in Paris, the president has 
expressed confidence that a treaty sat- 
isfactory to the United States would be 
drafted and signed. Sunday advices 
were received from Mr. Day, president 
of the American commission, reiterat- 
ing the assurances he had previously 
given the president of the early and 
successful conclusion of the work of 
the commission. Judge Day, it Is un- 
derstood, states positively 
that the. 


Spanish commissioners formally will 
accept the terms of the United States 
and that a treaty drawn along the 
lines of the agreement reached will be 
drawn and signed in a few days.

Madrid, Nov. 28.—The Ministerial

"We under- 


stand that if the Americans persist in 
their Intransigent pretensions our gov-

Port Monroe, Va., Nov. 28.—The con- 


valescent and sick soldiers who arrived 
here on the hospital ship Relief from 
Ponce were transferred to the Josiah 
Simpson hospital, near Fortress Mon- 
roe. Very few are ill, but all are quite 
weak from the ravages of fever. 
The 


men say smallpox is prevalent in Por- 
to Rico, but that the army of occupa- 
tion seems to be proof against the dis- 
ease. They declare the only cases that 
have developed are due to evasion of 
vaccination, but no soldier who sub- 
mitted to the surgeons has had the dis- 
ease. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 28.—It is known 


that at least thirty-five vessels 
have 


Cone ashore in the gale on the New 
England coast, and the probabilities 
are that the list will be larger when 
coast points, cut off from communica- 
tion now, are heard from. In Boston 
harbor alone eighteen vessels, two ot

have been lost, and this is a minimum 
estimate. On account of the violence 
of the gale, which, according to the 
officials of the local weather bureau, 
reached at times the unprecedented ve- 
locity of 100 miles an hour, any at- 
tempt at rescuing the crews of the 
stranded craft was prevented.

Following the old feudal custom ot 


presenting a town or corporation with 
a mace as an ensign of authority, the 
people of Londqn are about to present 
the colonists of Cape Town, South Af- 
rica, with ah expensive silver mace. 
The design 'follows the form of the fin- 
est maces now in use in England. The 
head, surmounted by an imperial 
crown, is divided into four panels by 
figures of mermaids, typifying the mar- 
itime character of the city. The front 
one is filled by the coat-of-arms of the 
city, the reverse by those of the col- 
ony. 
The whole of the metal work, 


which is of silver and richly gilt, was 
designed and executed by a firm of sil- 
versmiths In Birmingham. The mace 
Is said to be among the handsomest 
in the world. 


Influence of Woods on Rainfall. 


M. Claudot, French Inspector of For- 


ests, has published his observations, 
made during several years, on the in- 
fluence of woods on rainfall. He finds 
that the mean temperature is always 
lower in woods than in the open, but 
the difference IB only about half a de- 
gree as a rule. Rain is more abundant 
In wooded lands, other circumstances 
being equal. There is three or four 
times more evaporation of water from 
open ground than from forest, in a year, 
and the difference is greatest in sum- 
mer. In open ground evaporation is 
greatest in July, and in forests it is 
a maximum In April. Woods exposed
